year of fun

AST WINTER I decided to spend 
$35, no more and no less, for 
plants, seeds and bulbs. This time 
a new challenge had appealed to me. 
| wanted to prove that I could have 
a full year of gardening fun on less 
than $3 a month. The fact that my 
Java, South Dakota, garden had 
been established for many years 
doubled the challenge because it 
greatly determined the plants I se- 
lected; yet the established garden 
could not count in totaling the en- 
joyment from this expenditure. 
Can you total joy or, for that mat- 
ter, can you separate the effect of 


the new from the old when they are 
blended together? Probably not, 
but I do know that the scheme gave 
a new impetus to my gardening. It 
gave both the joy of anticipation and 
the satisfaction of dreams come true. 
I wonder if $35 has ever been spent 
so many ways before it was actually 
used. The catalogs I pored over 
and the countless plants I dismissed 
because they were not hardy enough 
for this climate! I carefully divided 
and allotted my money, determined 
to make it bring pleasure each 
month of the year. 

Roses came first in my plans since 
I like them so much. I added only 
two bushes to my tiny rose garden, 
since the winters here are severe and 
even the most careful winter protec- 
tion doesn’t guarantee survival. I 
chose CONTENTMENT, hoping it 
would prove as hardy as SPARTAN 
and CONRAD ADENAUER. 

Next I chose gladiolus. Lucky 
are the people who like any gladiolus 
and will settle for a mixture. Years 
ago a bag of mixed corms was my 


introduction to the fun of growing 
gladiolus but I kept wondering if 
the lavender was FRANCESCA and 
if the pink might be FRIENDSHIP or 
RUFFLED DREAM. Now I buy the 
named varieties and the growing of 
gladiolus has taken on a new dimen- 
sion. (Over the years I have learned 
that buying named varieties of all 
plants is sound economy.) Many 
were the January hours I spent 
poring through the gladiolus cata- 
logs, selecting, rejecting, and then 
choosing only the varieties I wanted 
most. My order included Harris- 
BURGER, KING Davib, FIRE OPAL, 
PROSPECTOR, RUFFLED DREAM and 
SNowpriFT. I added FirtH Ave- 
NUE for my miniature as it promised 
such luscious flower arrangements. 

I buy only one plant of a kind 
when trying out new perennials. 
Landscape gardeners do not recom- 
mend this procedure because a sin- 
gle perennial does not have land- 
scape value comparable to a mass 
grouping. However, I am willing to 
experiment with one plant of a kind

Best of the 
garden's blues 


by BEBE MILES 


HY ON EARTH should man 
W seek a blue rose when na- 

ture has already so richly 
endowed him with flowers in every 
shade the sky might wear from the 
silvery lavenders of early morn to 
the deep tones of dusk? 

While I cannot answer my own 
question, I can well understand why 
any gardener desires blue tones not 
only for their own inherent beauty 
but also as a quieting influence upon 
the gayer blooms. 

One of the best ways to plan a 
garden, it seems to me, is to lay out 


a blue and white backbone and then 
fill in with colorful favorites accord- 
ing to individual taste. No garden 
so constructed will have much 
trouble with clashing hues. 

With that scheme in mind, I find 
it strange that so many of the best 
blue flowers. are not better known. 
I learned that last summer when I 
suddenly realized my newly re- 
vamped border contained far too 
great a proportion of blue. Para- 
doxically, it was just then that two 
different friends complained of the 
paucity of blue in their own gardens. 

The list which accompanies this 
story contains the very best of the 
garden’s blues. With the exception 
of Phlox divaricata and amsonia, 
which sometimes appear more lav- 
ender, and platycodon and Campan- 
ula carpatica, which on some days 
sport a nearly purple tone, all these 
are undisputedly BLUE! 

Browallia and phacelia are not 
always easy from seed, but the 
startling qualify of their brilliant 


blue is wedl worth your trying. Oxy- 
petalum has never given me much 
actual bleom, but what flowers were 
forthcoming were perhaps as lovely 
a blue as any on earth. Some are 
light blue, some dark, but they all 
reflect the true color of the heavens 
at one hour or another. 

Nothing on this list can be termed 
truly exotic or difficult although 
some naturally will do better in one 
climate or soil than another. Al- 
most all except the bulbs can be 
easily raised from seed, and many 
are readily obtained as plants from 
a good nursery. 

For midsummer bloom, unless 
you are lucky with delphinium, con- 
centrate on Campanula persicifolia 
to be followed by the deep dark 
blue of platycodon. Late bloom 
should depend on the annual and 
perennial asters and on annual 
ageratum and eupatorium, which is 
often termed hardy ageratum. 

My own perennial garden leans 
heavily on jasione, Centaurea mon-

Southern 
Ramblings 


by BEN ARTHUR DAVIS 
(Meridian, Mississippi) 


Winter protection; delay pruning; 
tycoris and amaryllis; living Christ- 
mas tree; cutting new grass; still 
time to sow seed; more sun for 
house plants; berried shrubs. 


Ne THROUGH THE SOUTH De- 
cember is a good month for 
planting shrubs, evergreens and 
trees of all kinds. In most areas it 
is also the accepted time for plant- 
ing roses. 

e Winter protection—Winter in- 
jury to azaleas, camellias and gar- 
denias is always a matter of much 


concern through the Middle South; 
sometimes freezes result in damage 
as far south as the Gulf Coast. While 
all plants of these species should be 
mulched, it is especially important 
that young ones be well protected 
with-several inches of straw or simi- 
lar material. Temperatures that do 
no injury to mature camellias may 
kill small plants 2 feet high. A good 
mulch is the best protection. Re- 
cently some growers report good 
protection from plastic sprays sold 
for this purpose. 

Plants that have adequate mois- 
ture at their roots will suffer less 
from freezes than those that go into 
the winter too dry. This is particu- 
larly true of both azaleas and camel- 
lias. Sometimes the early part of the 
winter is dry; in this case be sure to 
keep your plants well watered. 

e Delay pruning—Many South- 
ern gardeners want- to start pruning 
just as soon as cool weather comes 
in the fall. However, use restraint. 
While a very light pruning rarely 
does harm at any season, heavy cut- 


ting now will result in immature 
growth that will, in most areas, 
be killed by freezes later. Wait 
until February to do heavy winter 
pruning. 

e Lycoris and amaryllis—Lycoris 
will not bloom well when planted 
deep, but if planted too shallow the 
bulbs may be injured from freezes. 
A good mulch of straw, excelsior. 
or twiggy evergreen clippings will 
give them adequate protection. The 
same treatment should be given 
amaryllis grown outdoors in the 
Middle South. 

e Living Christmas tree—Why 
not decorate a growing tree indoors 
this Christmas and plant it in the 
garden after the holiday festivities 
are over? Cover the burlapped ball 
with a paper-covered basket. Fill 
in space between roots and basket 
with moist sawdust or peat moss. 
After the holidays plant the tree 
outdoors as soon as possible. 

e Cutting new grass—Give your 
late-sown grass its first cutting when 
it is a little more than 2 inches high,

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and don’t cut too close. While 
the grass should become firmly es- 
tablished before mowing, it is a 
mistake to wait until it is 4 or 5 
inches high. Early mowing results 
in better branching or stooling and 
gives better coverage. 

e Still time to sow seed—Along 
the Gulf Coast and in Florida you 
may plant such hardy annuals as 
sweet-alyssum, calendula, candytuft, 
English daisy, cornflower, dianthus, 
gaillardia, larkspur, pansy, petunia, 
phlox, snapdragon, stock, straw- 
flower and sweet pea. Through the 
Middle South and to the north, wait 
until February to plant these seeds 
if they were not planted in the fall. 

Southern woodlands abound with 
mistletoe, usually free for the taking. 
Why do we not use more of it 
for Christmas decorations? Cutting 
mistletoe does no harm whatever to 
the trees from which it is removed; 
in fact, its removal may be slightly 
beneficial to them. Mistletoe, much 
as we love it, is a parasite, taking its 
substance from the branch on which 


it grows. In some sections of the 
South it occurs in such abundance 
as to injure the host trees. 

e More sun for house plants— 
Watch your house plants this month. 
Lanky, weak growth usually indi- 
cates insufficient light. Shift the 
plants to sunny windows if possible. 
Geraniums will not bloom unless 
they have good sunlight. 


e Berried shrubs—Holly and 
pyracantha have abundant fruit and 
are in special demand for decora- 
tions at the holiday season. Most 
of the red-berried hollies eventually 
grow into small trees and this should 
be kept in mind when they are 


planted. All of them may be kept 
low for many years, however, if 
regularly pruned. The Chinese holly, 
Ilex cornuta Burfordi, one of the 
most popular of the genus, fruits 
heavily when quite small. The pyra- 
canthas never grow into trees and 
fruit heavily even when severely 
pruned.

ETWEEN THE WET WEATHER and 

Christmas shopping, not too 
much gardening will get done. So 
why not concentrate on Christmas 
gift buying early? 

You can always make a gardener 
truly happy by giving him fine 
plants, fine tools, books, collections 
of seeds, spraying and dusting equip- 
ment, peat moss, and other garden- 
ing aids. 

e Plant now for spring flowers— 
It’s not too late in December to

plant anemones and ranunculus for 
bloom this coming spring. Plant in 
a raised bed, or on a cushion of sand 
or light loamy soil. 

Tulips, hyacinths and daffodils 
can still be set out, but make sure 
you buy firm, plump bulbs. Set 
them deep. 

e December reminders—When 
planting camellias, provide good 
drainage by digging holes deeper 
than root balls and partially filling 
holes with stones or pea gravel. 

Earwigs are still around in great 
numbers. Apply dieldrin as a liquid 
spray, or spread granules on the soil. 

Plant windbreaks and hedges as 
soon as you can. Eucalyptus, privet, 
pittosporum and others should be 
started now so that roots will be- 
come established and begin growth 
while ground is full of moisture.®

General pruning; still time to plant 
bulbs; late and early bloom; moving 
trees and shrubs; home-grown 
decorations. 


ARE THREE weather con- 
ditions prevailing in the North- 
west this month. East of the 
Cascades it is winter; west of the 
Cascades it is still a rainy fall; and 
in southwestern Oregon the weather 
is between these two. 

e General pruning—Light prun- 
ing of summer flowering shrubs may 
be started now. Leave radical 
pruning until later, after freezing 
weather. Shorten any long branches 
that might whip in the wind and be 
damaged or broken. 

e Still time to plant bulbs—lIf 
you can still find bulbs for sale and 
the ground is not frozen it is not too 
late to plant them outdoors. 

e Late and early bloom—Strive 
for year-round bloom in the garden. 
For December and January bloom 
try Iris unguicularis, hardy cyclamen 
and crocus species. In the North- 
west Jasminum nudiflorum usually 
blooms in December. 

e Moving trees and shrubs—This 
is a good time to move deciduous 
trees and shrubs in the milder areas. 

e Home-grown decorations—Cut 
berries and evergreen foliage for 
holiday decorations. Holly, with its 
brilliant berries, is the favorite ever- 
green for wreaths. Other good ber- 
ried shrubs include pyracantha with 
red or orange berries and Oregon 
holly-grape with blue berries. 


Question of the Month 


Q. My gloxinias often produce 
buds that turn brown and dry. How 
can I prevent this? 

A. Excessive dryness, overwater- 
ing, sudden temperature changes, 
lack of humidity and thrips damage 
are some of the possible causes. 
Check your conditions and see if

HILE THE ESSENTIAL FEATURES Of the Christian 
W cizion remain the same everywhere, nearly 

every country has its own legends, most of which 
are associated with Jesus and Mary. Many of these 
refer to flowers and plants which were deeply inter- 
twined with ancient lore. This often happened because 
in mythology, or some early religions, almost every 


manv uses aside from frames for lanterns: common plant was the emblem of a god; in every tree 
there lived a nymph. 

It has been written that when Christianity spread 
from nation to nation, its early missionaries discovered 
that it was easier not to attempt to eliminate all the cus- 
toms and rites of the religions they were trying to sup- 
plant, but rather to take over and adopt such of these 
as were not incompatible with their own faith. 

Historians have stated that legendary stories about 
Christ and the Virgin Mary were current in the East 
from the very beginning of the Apostles’ ministry. 
Much legendary subject matter regarding the Virgin 
and Christ was taken from stories of priests, strolling 
minstrels and poets. Legends were brought West by 
returning missionaries, pilgrims and travelers, especially 
during the Crusades. They left an indelible impression 
on literature and art. 

Also at the time of the Crusades, the idea of wor- 
shipping the Virgin was brought from East to West, 
and the title Our Lady or Madonna came into general 
use. Records of the early church do not mention a 
popular celebration of the birthday of Christ, but by 
the 13th century it had replaced the ancient Roman 
Saturnalia and the Northern Yule Festival which had 
been celebrated at the same season. 

Many artists who painted Madonnas were familiar 
with old legends or superstitions associated with plants. 
These were made prominent features of their painting 
so that messages, based on the legend, would be read 
into the meaning of the paintings. 

The arrangements here illustrate some of the legends 
dealing with plants. They are representative of many 
nations and show the diversity of Madonnas.®

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A MEXICAN INDIAN’S MADONNA: The century plant (Agave americana), also

The peon uses its pulp to make a form of bread 
and its juice to make a drink. The fiber of the leaves, 

called henequen or sisal, after a seaport in Yucatan, is twisted to form strong 
ropes. So it is appropriate that a Mexican Madonna should have 

a tree made of sisal rope. Flower stems may grow forty feet tall and the 
yellow-green flowers are not produced until the plant is ten years or m« 


ore old.

MADONNA OF THE LILIES: No flower 
has been so closely associated 

with the Christian religion as the 
Madonna lily. It is grown in con- 
vent gardens and is used in 
decorating altars. The lily, as an 
emblem of purity and chastity, is 
common to many saints and Ma- 
donnas and is also regarded as the 
symbol of the Virgin. None of 
the lilies familiar to us now was 
known in Palestine at the time of 
Christ. The lily of the field men- 
tioned in the Bible was Anemone 
coronaria, with red, yellow or blue 
flowers. A legend states that the red 
lily of the Caucasus was white 
until Christ walked in Gethsemane. 


STORIES OF THE ROSE: In times past, 
various types of flowers have 
been called rose including 

the tulip, narcissus and the 
rose-of-Jericho or Mary’s rose 
(Anastatica hierochuntica). These 
have all been associated with 

the Madonna in legend. There is 
a story that the rose-of-Jericho, 

or Mary’s rose, sprang up wher- 
ever she walked. It is said that 
Herod could have traced the 
escape of the Holy Family by fol- 
lowing the path of the roses. The 
rosary is said to have originated 
in the 12th century when a priest 
conceived the idea of holding a 
garland of roses when praying. The 
rosary made of beads developed 
as a substitute for the garland. 

The rose, both red and white, has 
been emblematic of the Virgin 
since early times. Before that it 
was dedicated to Venus. The 
month of May is the Month 

of Roses or Madonna Month.

THE VIRGIN OF THE GRAPE: The 
grape, one of the first cultivated 
plants mentioned in the Bible, 
has great significance 

in the Christian religion. In 
one of his parables, Jesus likens 
himself to a vine; his dis- 

ciples to the branches. In the 

first miracle which Jesus per- 
formed he changed water into 
wine. Most important, Jesus 
made wine of the grape symbolic 
of his blood in the Com- 
munion. A famous painting 

of the Madonna in the Louvre by 
the 17th century French artist 
Pierre Mignard, is called 
The Virgin of the Grape. 


LEGEND OF THE SYCAMORE TREE: The sycamore tree is 
called the virgin tree. Legend says the Christ child 
took his first step under it. At sundown, as he 
tottered toward his Mother’s arms, a shadow fell on 
the sand and formed a distinct and prophetic cross. 
The family pitched their tent under the sycamore 
for a period of one to seven years. The tree moved 
its branches from sunup to sundown to afford 
protection from thé hot Egyptian sun. As there was 
no water, a fountain sprang up. Mary washed the 
Christ child’s clothes in the fountain and the 
bushes on which she hung them immediately blos- 
somed. This gave the sycamore a religious significance. 
Mary, Queen of Scots, brought a sycamore tree 
from France and planted it in her garden—the 
first sycamore to grow in Scotland. 
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_—— regarding the wood used 
to make the cross on Calvary 
are numerous. One concerns the 
flowering dogwood which, accord- 
ing to legend, was as large and 
strong as the oak, and for that rea- 
son its wood was used for the cross. 
To be thus used for such a cruel 
purpose greatly distressed the tree. 
Jesus, nailed upon it, sensed this and 
said to the tree: “Because of your 
regret and pity for my suffering, I 
make you this promise: never again 
shall the dogwood tree grow large 
enough to be used for a cross. 
Henceforth it shall be slender, bent 
and twisted, and its blossoms shall 
be in the form of a cross. And in 
the center of the outer edge of each 
petal there will be nail prints, brown 
with rust and stained with red, and 
in the center of the flower will be a 
crown-of-thorns, and all who see it 
will remember: and this tree shall 
not be mutilated or destroyed, but 
cherished and protected as a re-

minder of my agony upon the 
cross.” (Of course the “petals” in 
this story are actually bracts, while 
the real flowers comprise the cen- 
tral portion or “crown-of-thorns.” 
The tree was unknown in Biblical 
times and is native to eastern North 
America only.) 

A similar legend states that the 
mistletoe was originally a large tree, 
but after being used for the cross it 
was cursed and became dwarfed 
in size and a parasite. 

In early Christian legendry it is 
stated that the cross on which Jesus 
was crucified was made of aspen 
wood, and that aspen trees every- 
where shuddered when the nails 
were driven into the wood and the 
sacred blood gushed upon the cross, 
and the leaves have trembled ever 
since. 

Another legend states that Jesus 
himself was forced to fashion the 
cross out of poplar wood. For this 
reason poplars are considered sacred 


in some lands and some French- 
Canadian lumberjacks even today 
refuse to cut poplar wood. 

Numerous flowers have marks 
said to be the imprint of the cross, 
as in the center of the red poppy. 
The banana flower similar 
marks and for this reason the Ca- 
nary Islanders will never cut it with 
a knife. 

The impression that passion flow- 
ers (passiflora) are Biblical plants 
is widely held, but it is incorrect. 
Most of this species are natives of 
America. They are not referred to 
in the Bible and their connection 
with Christian symbolism has been 
traced to its origin in Mexico in 
1610. 

The Italians say the crown-of- 
thorns was made of barberry. Peo- 
ple in the West Indies say it was 
formed from branches of the 
cashew tree, and since then one of 
the golden petals of its flowers has 
been black and bloodstained. 


MADONNA OF THE LOTUS: The waxy 


flower of the lotus is 

regarded as a symbol of purity 
and unselfish service. People 
of Eastern countries believe 
that the lotus will thrive 

for all who are industrious, 
but if anyone who is lazy 

tries to grow the plant it will 
shrivel and die. The lotus 

is the traditional flower of 
offerings made by the Hindus. 
Many Middle-Eastern nations 
use the lotus symbolically in 
their paintings. To them the 
flower which brings color and 
beauty to their gardens also 
brings joy and peace to them.

Two bulbs for 


indoor bloom 


ICTURED on the front cover in 

color are two of the most popu- 
lar bulbs for flowering indoors dur- 
ing the winter months. Bulbs make 
excellent gifts for Christmas. Each 
has a different appeal: the amaryllis, 
bold in size and form and usually 
of striking color; the paper white 
Narcissus, purest white with a de- 
lightful and pervading fragrance. 

Hybrid amaryllis bulbs are large 
and require at least a 5-inch pot. 
Bulbs can be purchased from late 
fall until spring and the closer to 
spring that they are planted the 
faster they bloom. However, bulbs 
can be had in flower for Christmas. 
Often the flower bud can be seen 
pushing out from the neck of the 
bulb when it is bought. Plant in well- 
drained soil and keep in a sunny

window. Colors available include 
many shades of red and orange as 
well as pure white. 

Paper white narcissus can be 
grown in soil or a dish of pebbles 
and water. The water should not 
come in contact with the bulb. Keep 
in a cool dark closet for two to 
three weeks until roots are well 
formed and then move to a sunny 
window. Discard bulbs after they 
have bloomed as they cannot be 
forced another year and are not 
hardy in Northern gardens.®

THE PHRASE “CHRISTMAS GREENS,” to almost everyone, calls up memories 
of fragrant boughs of evergreens brought into house and hall to help create 
an atmosphere of holiday. Branches of pine, fir, hemlock, and other cone- 
bearing trees, and glossy broad-leaved foliage of rhododendron, laurel, 
holly, and other evergreen shrubs, announce the festive season. 

Among the favorite forms for evergreen decorations are wreaths, 
ropes, garlands, sprays, and panels. Ropes are often festooned, but at 
times are stretched horizontally, hung vertically, or are used to frame 
architectural units. Frequently they outline doors or windows, either 
paralleling or countering their lines. 

When garlands consist of one festoon flanked by two ends hanging 
vertically they are sometimes called swags. Sprays are flat arrangements 
which fan out in one or more directions from an emphasized point. 
Globes of greenery or other rounded forms, such as grape cluster shapes, 
usually hang free in the open rather than against a wall. Panels of ever- 
green branches can back an impressive candle, a pair of angels, or a row 
of carollers—any of which you can make yourself by following some of 
the sketches on these pages. 

In selecting greens for decorating, particularly for indoor use, you 
will prefer those which hold their needles or leaves most tenaciously. 
Among these are yew, cedar, fir, arborvitae, pine, laurel, rhododendron, 
evergreen privets, pittosporum, evergreen magnolias, and evergreen hollies. 

Where variety is wanted, rich effects result from combinations of 
textures. Try the striking rosettes of rhododendron leaves or aggressive 
sprigs of holly against soft, rich fir. Arrange foliage whorls of boxwood 
with red winterberries for a foreground pattern against the dark color and

quieter foliage design of yew. Ponderosa pine with its strongly directional 
lines can sweep out dramatically from a center where southern magnolia 
leaves and bright Christmas tree balls hold the eye. Sometimes a single 
variety of greens is effective alone for a rope or a panel, especially if 
fruits, nuts, cones, bows, or Christmas ornaments are to be clustered or 
distributed against them. 

To facilitate fastening fruits or nuts to a background, pierce each 
with an awl and run a wire through the hole. Cones and other irregular 
shapes may merely have wires twisted around them. The wires may be 
attached directly to the framework of your decoration or they may be 
bound around sharp sticks which are to be thrust into the foundation. 
Florists use sharp picks, as they call them, for this purpose, in several 
sizes, usually stained green and sometimes sell them retail. 

Fruits used in decorating may be shellacked or sprayed with trans- 
parent spray to keep the air from them to prolong their freshness. Hard 
fruits such as lady apples, crab apples, or Seckel pears keep longer than 
mellower varieties, and unripe fruits keep better than ripe, but all fleshy 
fruits and berries are comparatively perishable, particularly if they have 
been pierced for attaching. They will keep better outdoors in the cold 
than indoors. 

Fruits most used in ropes, wreaths, or garlands are lady apples, crab 
apples, small hard pears, tangerines, limes, kumquats, small lemons, and 
grapes, together with the fruits of garden shrubs and wild growth—privet 
berries, laurel seed whorls, holly and cedar berries, the red velvet heads 
of sumac, and other decorative winter offerings of woods, roadside, and 
garden. Nuts and winter berries are excellent for filling in around larger 
fruits. 

Nuts, pods, cones, and weed heads offer unusual lasting, as well as 
decorative, qualities. They may be painted, silvered, gilded, bleached, or 
sprayed with artificial snow when your plan calls for it. 

Wreaths are built on various foundations according to size and weight. 
I have seen a delightful miniature wreath fashioned on a rubber ring 
taken from a Mason jar, the whole pattern built up of apple seeds, rice 
grains, whole allspice, and whole cloves. I have seen another ten feet 
across which required a strong wooden frame constructed by a carpenter 
and a bow contrived from red plastic strips a yard wide and totaling eight 
yards in length. Miniature wreaths make good Christmas corsages or 
package decorations; huge ones are impressive on facades of public 
buildings. 

A medium-sized wreath can be formed on a hoop of wire or other 
material around which long supple withes of privet, forsythia, willow, or 
hemlock are twined and then are lashed, tied, or wired in place. Two 
or three thicknesses of withe will permit you to bind on bundles of 
greens without danger of their slipping along the hoop; five or six will give 
a rigid circlet into which greens cut on a sharp angle can be thrust. 

If the twigs are to be bound onto the foundation rather than stuck into 
it, tie one end of a ball of string, spool of very strong thread, or coil of 
hair (“spool”) wire to the hoop without cutting it from the ball. Then lay 
a few greens in place and draw the binding cord tightly around their stems 
to hold them. Proceed in the same way around the wreath until the circle 
has been completed. Then fasten the string or binding wire securely, 
leaving a short length for hanging. The wire base for this wreath, if 
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To make cookies to hang on tree, 
cut each of the interlaced fig- 


ures out of notepaper. Grease 
paper lightly, place on dough, 
cut out cookies and bake. Pierce 
at places marked by dots (while 
hot). The small cookies are also 
suitable for putting in gift boxes, 
and the designs have many uses. 
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Paper has many and varied uses 
in decorating. This is a paper 
festoon. Leaves and flowers can 
be cut from tissue many layers 
at a time, separated, pinched at 
centers and attached rapidly. 


medium sized, may easily be a coat hanger bent to a circle with the hook 
left to hang it by. 

Greens which are to be bound to a wreath foundation are often tied 
in small fan-shaped sheaves of equal size before they are applied. Each 
fan is laid so it spreads across the band of greens, overlapping the stems 
of the previous fan. Berried twigs and other decorations can be distributed 
among the greens while the wreath is being censtructed, or may be added 
afterward. In the same way, foliage of strong character, such as bold 
rosetting leaves, may be incorporated at points of emphasis—but all con- 
trasting material used against a quieter background must be thoughtfully 
positioned. 

Styrofoam comes in wreath shapes and disk shapes, or may be cut to 
these shapes; stiff stems can readily be stuck into it to form a wreath. 
Oasis, obtained at florists’ shops, is of similar consistency and, as it will 
absorb and retain water, keeps greens or flowers fresh if kept wet by oc- 
casional watering with an eye dropper. It comes only in blocks, so special 
shapes must be built up by binding pieces of it to forms of wood or wire. 
For a large and heavy wreath a wire framework packed with sphagnum 
moss may be purchased from a florist. The moss retains moisture and 
keeps the greens fresh for a long period. 

In using a huge wooden frame, nail to it as your foundation either 
bundles of twigs, or crumpled chicken wire, and push stalks of branches 
into this base. If the wreath will be seen only from a distance you may 
use rough greens obtainable by the bale from some park or nursery which 
is pruning or thinning its plantings. 

Decide before you start a wreath whether you will have all the 
greens point straight out from the background; or lean clockwise or 
counterclockwise around the circle; or whether they will point inward 
along the inner edge of the circle and outward along the outer edge with 
a ring of the same or contrasting material filling in between the two outer 
rows. You may, instead, begin at the top of your wreath with light ma- 
terial and build downward on both sides toward the center bottom, making 
the wreath heavier as you work down. Sometimes the light beginning 
point is to the left of the top center point and the heavy meeting point is 
at the right of the middle point at the base, with a bow and streamers 
placed at the meeting. In planning your directions of movement another 
alternative is to have three or five focal points of interest well placed, with 
decorations concentrated there and greens radiating from them, then fill- 
ing in the rest of the circle. This method suits best when greens are thrust 
into a firm base rather than bound onto it. 

If you wish to use fresh flowers in a wreath—a crescent of red car- 
nations against boxwood, or three poinsettias (which may not last long 
when cut) on a wreath of magnolia leaves or fir—you can wind the stems 
of the flowers with florists’ tape, as for a corsage, and if you want to add 
further precaution against early withering you may bind in against the 
base of the stem a water-soaked piece of Oasis which you then encase in 
foil. You may insert in your wreath—or in any decoration where a usual 
water receptacle is impossible—some miniature container such as a chem- 
ist’s glass test tube, one of the lapel or corsage vials which florists sell, a 
pill or perfume bottle, a finger from a rubber glove, or a deflated balloon. 
for refilling these or for keeping Oasis moist, use an eye dropper. 
Attractive combinations for wreaths are endless. Spruce, fir, or yew

will be rich and rigid enough to use with just a beautiful crimson bow, 
or may have the traditional additions of fruits, cones, or Christmas-tree 
balls. Fruiting holly will want only the bow. Fruits alone in a range of 
shapes and colors will need nothing more unless a few laurel or an- 
dromeda leaves seem called for along the edges. 

Combinations of evergreen textures, usually including both needled 
and broad-leaved varieties, can be sufficient in themselves for a wreath. 
This is especially true when the softer varieties, such as red cedar or 
arborvitae, form a background for contrasting points emphasized by strik- 
ing leaves of magnolia, rhododendron, pittosporum, or andromeda; or 
when nuts and cones give the emphasis—with the addition, if your setting 
calls for further refinement, of a delicate brushing of gilt or bronze. 

A candle may stand in a flat potato with greens speared in around 
it; the moisture in the potato will keep the greens fresh for several days in 
a cool place. Candlesticks may also be molded of sugar or of paraffin. 

Candles are available commercially in such an array of colors, sizes, 
and designs, you will probably make your own only for the fun of it, or 
to say you did it, or for gifts, or to attain some definite unusual effect. If 
you expect to do much candle-making, you will want to study up on the 
subject. For a passing fling, you may use paraffin or old candle stubs, or 
better yet, a combination of the two, for your wax; or get a few cakes of 
beeswax from the drugstore to melt with your paraffin. Paraffin used 
alone is likely to burn unevenly, or to drip badly, and it has a translucent 
look which is not especially attractive unless you add a more opaque 
surfacing. 

This surfacing may be of melted paraffin whipped full of air with 
an egg-beater while the bowl of wax is kept standing in a pan of hot water 
to retard hardening. When the substance is foamy, apply it lightly over 
the entire candle surface with a spatula or dinner knife, leaving it rough 
like waves or petals. A quicker irregular surfacing is achieved by slowly 
dribbling wax on in a stream. Wax for home-made candles may be 
colored by melting colored wax crayons in it. 

Wicking for candles may be bought in weights and weaves gauged 
for candles of various shapes and sizes. For casual candlemaking you may 
use soft string in a single or braided strand, soaking it for a couple of 
hours in a cup of water to which you have added a quarter of a cup of 
borax and two tablespoons of salt. Dry the wicking thoroughly before 
using it. 

Suspend lengths of wicking from a wire, a trivet, or other rack. Weight 
the lower end of each, perhaps with a tack stuck in a knot. For dipped 
candles, which are built up layer by layer, repeated dippings must be at 
spaced intervals to give ample hardening time between. For molded candles, 
the wicks hang in the molds as the wax hardens; or bulky molded candles 
when firm may be pierced with a hot ice pick or awl so the wicking can 
be pushed through. Floating candles are merely wide shallow shapes that 
will be buoyant. Individual gelatin molds are favorites for making them. 
For other molded candles, use gelatin or pudding molds; milk, cream, or 
food cartons; cans, bowls, or any waterproof receptacles which have no 
bulges to prevent unmolding. Porous receptacles will need to be shellacked. 
Molds may be set briefly in hot water to loosen the candle surfaces from 
the containers so the candles can be lifted out by the wicks. 

Snowball candles may be molded in halves of rubber balls or of well-

cleaned and shellacked rinds of oranges or grapefruit. A hot kitchen fork 
can be dug into the wax for lifting it out of the shell when hard. The 
halves are pasted together with wax, the wick lying between. They are 
usually given a surfacing of whipped paraffin. 

For further suggestions for centerpieces for the Christmas table, see the 
drawings on these pages of free-standing figures, and still-life arrangements 
of flowers, fruits, and greens. 

The amount of time available is the chief limiting factor in decorating 
Christmas tables; but remember again that even when you plan a lavish 
display, restraint should keep your decisions within reasonable bounds, or 
the effect will be dizzy instead of rich. 

Nuts, burrs, cones, seed pods, acorns, and weed heads may be used 
for an entire wreath, with a rosette of glossy brown ribbon interspersed 
with loops of gold cord (which can be string you have gilded). Here, 
again, you can add a light whiff of gold or artificial snow. Rich effects 
are obtained by combining fruiting juniper, winterberry, crimson heads of 
sumac, fir to add bulk, and, if a sophisticated look is sought indoors, by 
twining the wreath in one or both directions with narrow velvet ribbon to 
match the sumac’s velvet. 

With variegated holly, echo the white edges of the leaves by nuts or 
cones bleached or touched with white paint or snow. Add a rosette of 
wide strips of white net among which narrow ribands of white oilcloth, 
plastic, or satin ribbon are looped. 

Vermilion or scarlet carnations with English ivy make an indoor 
wreath in traditional colors; while a wish for unusual colors for indoors 
might suggest California pepperberries or bayberries or both with heather; 
kumquats and bittersweet with small-leaved foliage—boxwood, Japanese 
holly, myrtle, or evergreen azalea. Branchy bare twigs with multitudes of 
small bows and tiny lights make a wreath which casts complex netted 
shadows. 

For a wreath to lie flat on the table, fill a ring mold with pachysandra, 
range yellow or red apples around it, and add matching carnations among 
the pachysandra leaves, with reaching fronds of ivy to lighten the edges. 

Fresh strawberries dipped in melted paraffin form an unusual bright 
wreath around a chunky candle for a table centerpiece. Dip the stems 
first. When the wax has hardened, dip the fruit, hulls and all. The 
paraffin lends gloss and by sealing the fruit from air keeps it fresh for days. 
Coat small ivy leaves in the same manner and place them among the ber- 
ries. The wreath is manifestly harmonious on a doily made by immersing 
a disk of nylon or cotton net in paraffin. Dip it half at a time so you can 
hold it out flat while the wax hardens. Some of the interstices fill, while 
others remain open, giving a lacy look. Lay the wax-stiffened disk on a 
smaller circle of waxed paper, or on a larger square of gold or silver 
metallic paper. A snowball candle molded in a grapefruit rind, or a pink 
candle shaped in a pan or a cottage cheese carton and drizzled in irregular 
fashion with white paraffin, will be definite enough to hold its place at the 
center. If strawberries are not available, use kumquats and sections of 
red grape clusters. 

Plan your wreaths to take advantage of whatever materials you can 
easily obtain. 

To make ropes or strands of greenery, fasten the end of a foundation 
rope or cord to a solid object. Attach the end of a ball of string or strong

thread or light wire to the anchored end of this strand. Then, without 
cutting the string or wire, use it to bind and tie greens securely al! along 
the foundation strand. If the finished rope is to be flexible, the sprigs of 
greenery must be short. Ropes of greenery are sometimes wound with 
ribbon or tinsel. Bias strips of chintz, taffeta, or other firm fabric may 
be used. 

Festoons are made in the same way except that usually the rope 
maintains an even width while the festoon characteristically broadens 
toward its lowest suspended points. When festooning is made from greens 
which show noticeable line movement, like the rigid sprigs of yew or 
spruce, it is usual to have all the twigs point downward. To do this, in- 
stead of anchoring your foundation rope at one point, anchor it at each 
of the points which will hang at low positions. Then work from these 
points toward the points of hanging, decreasing the width of your rope 
as you proceed. 

Flat arrangements called sprays usually from two to five feet across, 
are popular on doors or above mantels. The lines of the design radiate 
from a single point or area in one, two, or several directions. They must 
be built with planned decisions as to the directions of apparent movement, 
or they will have a helterskelter look. Berries, fruits, cones, tree orna- 
ments, or an interesting bow supply accent; or you can use more invention, 
perhaps an angel or any suitable object or group of objects. 

The foundation for a spray may be a stick of wood, a bundle of 
twigs, a chunk of Oasis or Styrofoam, or a rolled and crushed strip of 
chicken wire, possibly filled with sphagnum moss so it will retain moisture. 
The greens may be tied or wired directly to this base, or to nails or pronged 
tacks in the wood. Potatoes wired to a stick of wood form a base which 
offers moisture and easy insertion for woody stems. 

Two or three potatoes strung together can broaden the low part of 
a festoon, or give body to a grape-cluster or globe of greens. A potato is 
perhaps the easiest and best foundation for a ball of greens. For the 
globe or cluster, push strong wire bent to hairpin shape down through 
the potato so its loop can receive a ribbon for hanging. Bend the ends 
of the wire to prevent the pin from slipping out. Add a ribbon rosette 
at the top, a sprinkling of tree ornaments, and a spray of mistletoe. Above 
a table a mobile can hang from a ball of evergreens. 

A large potato with a hollow dug in the middle and filled with “bird 
pudding,” given a fringe of greens around the edge and hung outdoors, 
will please the birds. Bird pudding is melted unsalted fat, preferably 
ground beef suet, in which favorite bird foods have been mixed—corn- 
meal, sugar, nut meats, peanut butter, sunflower sceds, cranberries, raisins, 
popcorn, and any grain. This can also be poured into holes bored into 
short logs of birch or other wood, to be suspended by means of a pronged 
tack in one end while other tacks hold greens and berries. 

Large panels of greenery for decorating public halls are commonly 
built by stretching chicken wire on wooden frames and weaving the ends 
of branches into the wire. Distribute greens of bold or contrasting tex- 
tures purposefully against the general background texture, keeping them 
and bows, bells, or tree ornaments to strategic areas. In proportion and 
in position the panels should be related to architectural divisions of the 
walls. 

For smaller panels of greenery which are to be seen at closer range,

On this base, you can paste se- 
quins, disks, stars or snowflakes 
or anything else that will soften 
the severity of the silhouette. 
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The variety in artificial wreaths 
can be as great as in artificial 
trees. They may be of almost 
any size, material or color. An 
all-paper wreath may be just a 
circlet of overlapping leaves. 


The trees made of ribbons and the mobile, abstract tree in the 
center, are excellent for table, buffet or mantel decorations. Stiff 
wires are inserted in a firm base. On the hooked ends you may 
hang cookies, Christmas tree ornaments, trinkets, fruits, nuts or 
cones. Since the wires are flexible, they will be in never-ending, 
intriguing motion. The ribbon trees are made by tying ribbons of 
any desired color into bows of graduated sizes and stacking them. 
Ribbon may be intertwined with silver cord and finally sprayed 
with artificial snow. Other unusual ideas for using materials which 
are ready at hand will suggest themselves as you begin to work. 


half-inch-mesh galvanized wire screening, known as hardware cloth, 
makes the best foundation. It comes in various widths and is stiff 
enough for cylinders and columns. A roll of it will readily stand on end 
if tacked to a base. 

Hardware cloth also supplies a practical surface for flat decorations 
which can either be filled with greens or decorated in other ways. A 
triangular piece serves as a framework for a Christmas tree for the door. 
A slab of wood may be used for the trunk—one with bark on if possible; 
otherwise a stick gilded or painted. An evergreen star for a door or to 
hang above a mantel may start with a hardware cloth shape. If the star 
is to be placed indoors, a Madonna and Child in a circular frame may 
be hung against it. Greeting cards can be displayed on a large star of 
this kind if ribbons or embroidery floss loops tied into the wire hold 
paper clips to receive the cards. Out-of-doors the star might have a 
night bulb or a cluster of Christmas tree balls at the center. 

In working with greens, have them as fresh as possible. Keep them 
in water in a cool place until they are used. Avoid locating them where 
they will become a fire hazard after they dry, and discard them when they 
become noticeably dry, whether Twelfth Night has arrived or not. 

For those who live in the country or have gardens, greens are among 
the most easily procured and the least expensive decorative materials.

Seven gardens make 


indoors with house plants 


A RADIATOR GARDEN 


When your other indoor gardening space is full, it is 
time to use the radiators. Don’t be dissuaded by the fre- 
quently repeated warnings that plants will not live in the 
hot dry air above them. Cacti and succulents will, of 
course, and so will heat-loving tropical plants—as_ this 
picture shows. The trick is to have a buffer between the 
radiator and the plant tray to cushion the abrupt changes 
of temperature when the heat goes on and off. In the pic- 
ture you will see that the tray is supported on blocks, leav- 
ing an air space as a buffer. 

This garden is in an east window which gets direct sun- 
light only in the early morning. It is a good example of the 
varied and interesting plant material that can be grown in 
such an exposure, particularly where the humidity as well 
as the temperature can be kept high. 

A radiator garden requires more frequent pebble-wet- 
ting and spraying than the usual type, and a lapse in this 
routine can be fatal. I generally use deeper trays and 
thicker layers of pebbles to provide a bigger reservoir of 
moisture, although it happens that the tray shown in the 
picture is of standard depth. Also, if I am going to be 
away from home more than a day, I turn off the radiator 
or move the plants to the floor. 


PHILODENDRONS ON A WALL 


“Jungle paradise” might well be the title of one garden, 
which grows against the north wall of my sunporch. In 
winter the early morning sun shines across the floor and 
onto the foliage of the ferns and low-growing plants in the 
box, but never shines directly on anything that is higher 
than the velvet-leaved philodendrons. 

To me, one of the most fascinating things about this 
garden is the lushness of the highest philodendron leaves. 
Here the plants enjoy growing upwards as they do in their 
jungle home, rather than trailing out of a pot or vase as 
they are so often forced to do. Under these naturalistic 
conditions they produce larger leaves with every upward 
thrust. I am also amazed at how the leaves remain on the 
vines, evergreen and alive, for so long. In two years only 
about half a dozen have turned yellow. 

When the garden was first set up, the philodendrons 
were planted in pots and the other tropical plants were 
grouped around them, also in pots and containers of vari- 
ous sizes and shapes. The effect was spotty, a fault com- 
mon to many indoor gardens. To obtain a neat and unified 
effect, and at the same time to elevate and protect the 
plants, we built the box shown in the picture. The origi- 
nal three philodendrons are permanent plants in it. The 
other plants are still in their own pots, which are sunk in 
the mixture of peat moss and perlite with which the box 
is filled. This jungly formula is light and airy, yet stays 
damp enough that the pots need watering only once every 
three or four days. 

When the plants (in their pots) are removed for their 
biweekly bath, the dampness of the mixture is checked and 
water is added as needed. Since the philodendron cannot 
be removed for washing, I spray the leaves, stems, and 
aerial roots daily, although this amenable plant will con- 
tinue to thrive even if vacation or sickness causes a halt in 
the man-made dew for a week or more. 

Once a week throughout the growing season the philo- 
dendron leaves and climbing roots are sprayed with a weak 
solution of water-soluble fertilizer. Since the few roots 
that it has below the ground in the planting box are in- 
significant in comparison to those it has developed in its 
climb to the ceiling, I have given up applying fertilizer 
to them. The foliar feeding has produced such fine results 
that ordinary root feeding seems superfluous. 

A brilliant spot of color is supplied by the crimson 
flowers of the anthurium, which, though it blooms only 
once or twice a year, holds its blossoms for two or three 
months. In spring, summer, and fall fancy-leaved caladiums

brighten the garden, and on special occasions a small 
blooming exotic from the greenhouse is added. 

The box itself is made of lightly stained cypress, al- 
though the other decay-resistant, aromatic woods such as 
cedar or redwood would do as well and would not require 
stain. I am reluctant to use ordinary woods with wood 
preservatives because I have found that most of these com- 
pounds tend to be harmful to plants for some months after 
application. 

To provide drainage and also to avoid distortion from 
swelling, the bottom was made of longitudinal slats set 
nearly a quarter of an inch apart, with shallow aluminum 
trays underneath to catch excess water draining through. 
The wood was coated inside and out with a silicone water 
repellent, the thought being that this would reduce ex- 
cessive swelling and warping and still allow some passage 
of moisture; but this treatment has not proven entirely 
successful. Two cracks have developed, indicating that the 
inside of the wood is swelling more than the outside. 


DESERT GARDEN FOR A MODERN 
HOUSE OR OFFICE 


Succulent plants are accustomed to dusty, dry places 
where the days are hot and the nights are cold. They do 
well in locations like that in the picture where there are 
several hours of sun each day. They do not mind if the 
temperature drops to 50°—as it is apt to do in an office 
building over weekends—nor are they hurt by the infre- 
quent watering which is too often the lot of house plants 
either in an office or at home. In fact, if they are in a box 
such as that shown here, they will need watering only 
once every ten days or two weeks. Finally, their furry 
leaves and stems do not require periodic wiping or spray- 
ing and show the dust much less than the patent leather 
foliage of jungle plants. 

The trick with desert gardens is to use good sized plants. 
Older cacti like those in the picture are much more satis- 
factory than the smaller ones, which have a tendency to 
look spotty. Don’t be discouraged by the very considerable 
cost of the larger plants. Cacti are slow growing and can 
be considered almost a permanent investment. Of the 
plants shown in the picture, only Kalanchoe beharensis 
will get out of hand. This particular one is a year old 
and may need replacement before another year has passed. 

The succulents in this garden are planted in desert mix- 
ture in individual pots, so that casualties can be easily 
replaced and those that need it can be summered outside. 
The pots are sunk in perlite—which is light in weight and 
airy in texture—with a thin layer of white sand on top.

The planting box is built of cypress to give a lighter color 
than redwood or cedar.

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AN UNHEATED SUNPORCH 


A garden in an unheated sunporch can be among the 
most satisfying of all. The low temperature makes the care 
of the plants relatively easy because it discourages pests 
and minimizes the task of humidification. And if the porch 
gets four or five hours of sun a day, you can grow many 
flowering plants that would not do well in a warmer, dryer 
location. 

The garden in the picture is a case in point. It gets sun- 
light from three sides—east, south, and west—and if you 
look closely you will see camellia, cyclamen, nicotiana, 
felicia, and sweet-alyssum in bloom, and maturing buds on 
the kalanchoe in the hanging basket. Later in the season 
there will be small yellow flowers on the acacia and white 
blossoms on the Eurya. The combination of flowering 
plants and radiant warmth make a porch like this es- 
pecially pleasant on a sunny winter day. 

The temperature in this particular porch—which is lo- 
cated in Philadelphia—drops into the forties on cold 
nights, but is kept above freezing with a small electric 
heater. This makes it satisfactory for all the plants shown 
except the bird of paradise, which suffers when the ther- 
mometer goes below 50°. Evaporation from the pebble 
trays provides ample humidity, as the condensation on the 
windows shows. Very little washing or spraying of the 
foliage is required to keep the plants attractive all winter. 
In summer, all are moved to a partly shaded place outside. 

If your porch is sunny but can’t be kept above freezing, 
don’t try a winter garden. Instead, pot some hardy shrubs, 
both evergreen and spring flowering, and the extra warmth 
and protection of your porch will force them into early 
bloom. 


Many plants thrive in cool rooms or in low light 


A NORTH WINDOW 


The cool, sunless north window presents a challenge. 
Even with an extra pane between the plants and the sash, 
the temperature near the glass falls as low as 48° on win- 
ter nights. This is too cold for the jungle plants—philo- 
dendron, peperomia, and the like—which would other- 
wise be an obvious choice. However, it is not too low for 
evergreen ferns, which, though natives of the tropics, can 
withstand considerably cooler nights than foliage plants 
from the same habitat. So ferns are the mainstays of this 
group. 

Fortunately, ferns present a variety of shapes, shades, 
and textures. The wide, thick strap leaves of the bird’s- 
nest fern are a striking contrast to the plumes of the 
mother fern and the lacy delicacy of the maidenhair. The 
dark, almost bluish green of the Davallia is set off by the 
light green of the Lygodium twining around a curved cedar 
branch. This climbing fern, although rarely seen, is neither 
difficult nor demanding and grows considerably faster than 
the others in this window. All of them require compara- 
tively little care. 

The other plants chosen for the garden are also tough 
and undemanding. The Norfolk Island-pine and the cast 
iron plant (A spidistra) blend well with the diversified fronds 
of the ferns, and the sparkling red berries of the ardisia 
add a welcome spot of color through the winter. In sum- 
mer the ardisia is moved into the outdoor garden, where 
it blooms and sets its fruit for the following year. 

Hanging on the left-hand wall of the window niche 
there are two bromeliads—an aechmea and a billbergia— 
growing on a piece of cork bark. Any of the epiphytic 
bromeliads can be grown in this fashion, and the different 
shapes and colors of their foliage can be arranged in dec- 
orative patterns against the rough texture of the cork. 
The easiest way to attach the plant is to hold it in place 
by a small concave piece of bark wired to the larger piece. 
I run the wire medially between the inner and outer 
surface of the small piece of bark and then through holes 
in the larger piece, twisting the two ends together behind 
the latter. The roots of the bromeliad, wrapped with a 
little sphagnum and a generous wad of osmunda, are 
placed between the two pieces of bark and the wire is then 
drawn up, compressing the osmunda and holding the plant 
firmly in place. If you take advantage of the natural de- 
pressions and crevices in the bark (occasionally enlarging 
them with chisel or gouge), you can achieve a surprisingly 
graceful effect. 

There are many variations in this technique. Driftwood 
or decorative slabs can be used instead of the basic bark, 
and other epiphytes—particularly staghorn ferns—can be 
substituted for bromeliads. The important thing is to give 
the plant a good supply of fiber, at least as much as it 
would have in a pot, and to be sure that water will drain 
freely through the fiber and will not catch in a crevice. 
Don’t be alarmed if the root system of the bromeliad seems 
inadequate. In six months or a year it will grip the bark 
firmly with a new system of holdfast roots and will begin 
to sucker, giving your planting a look of tropical abun- 
dance. Keep its cup full of water at all times, and soak 
the whole thing in a tub or bucket of water at least once 
a week. 
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A HEATED SUNPORCH 


This is part of my sunporch. By eight o’clock on win- 
ter mornings the sun rises over the tall trees across the 
road and pours in on the plants until the middle of the 
afternoon. Only this much light could produce flowers of 
the kind shown here. The plants are so dependent on it 
that I have to turn each one around every few days so it 
will look at me instead of at the sun. 

The plant benches are a design I have found both prac- 
tical and decorative. The upper bench is made thirteen 
inches narrower thar the lower one, giving a tiered effect 
that is not apparent in this picture. If I have a chance to 
build another, I will make the upper bench shorter as 
well, giving the same tiered effect to thm ends. The legs 
are pipe, screwed into metal flanges. This permits adjust- 
ment of the height of both benches to suit the proportions 
of the room. Both upper and lower benches are four inches 
deep—to hide the bulk of the pots. 

The wood is cypress, stained and treated in the same 
way as the planter box described in the following section. 
Redwood or cedar would serve as well. As in the case 
of the planter box, bottom slats are spaced a fourth of an 
inch apart to allow for swelling. The sides have shown a 
tendency to warp as a result of the damp interior and dry 
exterior, so the corner joints must be securely fastened to 
resist the strain. Care taken in joining and _ finishing 
benches or planters of this kind is well repaid. A dressy 
bench gives a finished look to the plant display. 

Sun-loving, flowering plants of the kind grown here are 
prone to wilting—particularly browallia, coleus, and the 
fuchsias. This makes it even more important than usual 
to set the pots on damp pebbles and to spray the plants 
periodically with a fog-type sprayer. I have made alumi- 
num trays to fit inside the benches and hold the pebbles 
so I can wet them generously without fear of leakage onto 
the floor. 

My routine is to wet the pebbles, water the plants, and 
spray thoroughly each morning, and to wet the pebbles 
and spray again toward sundown. On cold, sunny days,

when the relative humidity in the house is low, the pebbles 
and the most wilt-prone plants often dry out by noon, 
necessitating an extra round of wetting and spraying and 
an extra watering for those that need it. 

The cacti and succulents, of course, are different. They 
live on the cool glass shelf above the benches without 
wet pebbles or spraying, and even during excessively dry 
spells they will go several days without being watered. 
Note that they are all in standard clay pots. A variety 
of containers would give a spotty effect and distract atten- 
tion from the plants. 

Though the porch is heated by a radiator which runs 
along one-third of its length, a great deal of the heat is lost 
on cold nights, and the thermometer I keep there some- 
times registers a chilly 55°. This is too cold for tender 
tropical plants like Rechsteineria cardinalis—which I often 
carry into the living room on winter evenings—but it is fine 
for the flowering plants from mountains and plains. Dur- 
ing the day, as if to make up for the nightly chill, radiator 
and sun work together, often running the thermometer into 
the nineties. 

These are not ideal conditions, but they are typical of 
those on most sunporches. They present a challenge and 
a real reward when plants put on new growth or blooms. 
I try new plants. first in one place and then in another, 
turning and moving them frequently until each comes to 
rest in the place that suits it best. 


A SOUTH WINDOW 


One charming indoor garden grows in a dining room 
window facing almost due south and gets five or six hours 
of sun each day. The nearest radiator is six feet away, so 
the temperature in the window often drops as low as 55° 
at night. 

Such a cool, sunny spot is well suited for flowering 
plants. Heliotrope, shrimp plant, Mexican firecracker, and 
the orange-flowered begonia were chosen because of their 
everblooming habit and because their flowers and bracts, 
together with the fruit of the lemon, make a pleasing com- 
bination of orange, blue, and yellow But even these re- 
liables falter in November and December. To tide the 
garden over this bleak period and provide an interesting 
background for the flowers as they appear, I chose varie- 
gated pittosporum with its shining crisp leaves, and bal- 
anced it with a fancy-leaved geranium, ‘Happy Thought.’ 

The interior edge presents conditions different from those 
near the glass. It is warmer, and the plants there are par- 
tially shaded by those nearer the light. Also, they must 
be low, even trailing, to hide the pots but not the plants 
behind and to break the straight line of the sill’s edge. 
The three plants selected, Cissus, Pellionia and Davallia, 
all meet these requirements and have the further advan- 
tage of continuing the diversification of foliage. 

The pellionia contains reddish-purple shades which com- 
plement both the reddish brown of the shrimp plant and the 
slightly lavender hue of the heliotrope. Perhaps this is what 
led me to add the pale blue African violet in the front bor- 
der. The window is really too cold for it, but the color is 
just right, and on cold nights it can easily be moved to a 
warmer spot.®

My garden 
diary for 
December 


by CLIFTON LISLE 


FF HAND, DECEMBER—in the 

Eastern States at least—may be 
called the nadir of gardening, as 
indeed in many ways it is. Yet as 
in every other month of the year, 
much can still be accomplished and 
should be. For one thing, this is 
the putting-to-bed month almost as 
much as November. Far too often 
we find ourselves getting winter 
cover on beds and borders too early 
by mulching them before the ground 
has had a good chance to freeze 
properly. 

The first of December was cold 
and windy, a real winter’s day. We 
walked on the hills and found a 
holly tree hidden on the slope where 
none had been suspected. A lone 
flower with yellow blossoms dared 
the cold. We did not recognize it. 

Christmas-roses were blooming 
next day. Firethorn berries against 
the old stonewall of our farmhouse 
were a delight, so gay they were. 
Luckily, birds had spared the ruddy 
orange fruit. The day seemed 
warmer. We planted a dormant 
NOCTURNE rose in our lower bed 
where we already had Circus, 
VOGUE, FASHION, GOLDEN SHOW- 
ERS, NEw Wor LD, PINOCCHIO and 
Lapy LINpsays. 

First snow came to us at night on 
the third, 4 to 5 inches of it. A 
prelude to the worst winter in gen- 
erations and the loveliest spring we 
ever knew. It snowed all day and 
into the next night. Neighbors’ cars 
were stalled in the lane and my good 
wife doled coffee generously to all. 

When all this snow had finally 
gone, snow crocuses showed bravely 
by the great rock.

with manure. Day after day in 
December mulching went on as rain 
or snow permitted. 

Toward the end of the week it 
was not quite so cold and there was 
far less wind. Foxhounds chimed 
past us across the stream, scent 
breast high and holding. A bluejay 
screamed his disapproval. Manure 
was put about our boxwood—a 
mistake, this. Boxwood likes more 
acid soil. In the spring we achieved 
some measure of this by the use of 
aluminum sulphate raked in. Trains 
10 miles away could be heard easily 
always a sign of approaching 
rain. 

Rain came all right and soon 
made away with the remains of the 
snow. We ate the last of our fresh 
tomatoes; their vines had been hung 
up six weeks ago in the barn so the 
fruit could ripen. We took a bit of 
heavy mulch—straw it was—from 
the lower beds where we had spread 
it too thickly. Actually, there was 
little frost in the ground so far. The 
mulch had gone on too soon. So 
mistakes are made. Yet we felt we 
could not wait much longer. A 
start at mulching had to be made 
sometime. 

Before dark we had wrapped the 
trunks of a new oak, a new dog- 
wood and a flowering crab—Malus 
Sieboldi—with burlap to prevent 
excessive evaporation under March 
winds. We never cease to wonder 
at the odd assortment of our chores 
month in, month out. 

On the eleventh it snowed. For 
seven out of eight days now we had 
had rain or snow or a mingling of 
both. For supper our fare was 
home-grown—a leg of our own 
mutton, our own corn and string 
beans from the freezer and home- 
made preserved peaches by way of 
dessert. 

Snow was light and did not pre- 
vent our mulching the barnyard 
hollyhocks with manure. They must 
be heavily fed if they are to do well. 
Before the snow left us the pyra- 
cantha berries under their white 
cowls were lovely. There is so 
much color even in darkest Decem- 
ber that we never cease to marvel 
at it.

breakfast—seemed the colder for a 
stiff west wind. This sort of weather 
soon put frost in the ground and we 
hoped it would stay there for a 
while. 

Howling winds and a deeper cold 
continued, yet we managed to pour 
cement for the foundations of a new 
garden house where tools and imple- 
ments and sprays and dusts and all 
the gear a gardener needs could be 
stored neatly and close at hand by 
the garden’s upper edge. 

By the nineteenth, still cold and 
windy, the cement had set—neither 
cracked nor frozen. Our friend and 
handyman Horace, not so young as 
once he was, came over from the 
river to give my wife a basket of 
shellbark hickory-nuts to use in a 
Christmas cake. God rest him for 
the timely gift. 

In spite of cold, winter jasmine 
flowered on the twenty-first. Over 
near Birchrun forsythia on a shel- 
tered bank was golden in bloom. 
Wild geese flew overhead. We 
sickled the last of the weeds on the 
garden bank. It was late in the year 
for this. Six chestnut saplings were 
staked and wired against sheep. Yet 
in the end five of them died. Late 
chickweed, still green, was weeded 
from the site of the cutting row and 
the green bed. 

Pansies seeded in the cold frame 
last summer suddenly blossomed on 
the twenty-second to cheer us. 
They were not intended to flower 
unti! spring. Yet at the year’s 
darkest ebb they were a delight. It 
was cold, 10° at midnight. We 
checked everything we could find 
still green and were surprised at the 
comforting tally: white pines, 
spruce, juniper, arborvitae, Kousa 
dogwood (partially so), English 
holly, Chinese holly, Japanese holly, 
cherry-laurel, mountain-laurel, yew, 
firethorn (partly green still and rich 
in berries), euonymus (a bronze 
green), Heckrotti honeysuckle, wild 
honeysuckle, abelia, myrtle (green 
and also in flower), trailing vinca, 
mahonia, some of the azaleas, Eng- 
lish lavender (a silvery green), box- 
wood, Berberis Julianae, \eucothoe, 
osmanthus, ivy, jasmine (not green, 
indeed leafless, yet in flower), iberis, 
the various mosses in the paving 
chinks, hen-and-chickens in the 
dry stone wall, Phlox divaricata, 
Christmas-roses (green of leaf and 
white of flower), English-daisies

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mas ferns, strawberry plants, Span- 
ish bayonets, bugle-weed, foam- 
flower, lungwort, hollyhock bases, 
partridge-berries, moneywort, water- 
cress, sweet rocket stems, bitter- 
sweet (not green but in berry), tiny 
arbutus leaves—forty-six items all 
told. Dark December? Not as we 
saw it. 

As we neared Christmas the days 
grew milder—or so they seemed. 
We raked, then burned a great pile 
of sticks and broken branches and 
fallen walnuts. All is not easy on a 
farm. We tried to harvest our cow- 
peas with a combine, but the earlier 
heavy fall of snow had flattened 
and matted them down too firmly. 
In the end we ploughed them under. 
No better fertilizer could be found, 
but we regretted their loss as a crop. 

Indoors a small English holly in 
a pot broke into tiny, waxen flower. 
My wife was busy with the Christ- 
mas greens. The tree was waiting 
outside. 

As Nancy trimmed the tree, win- 
ter jasmine, violas and Johnny- 
jump-ups were in flower outside and 
the tomtits clustered at the feed 
tray. The day after Christmas we 
raked more leaves and burned 
brush piles. Even in winter, the 
longer trash lies about, the more 
it tends to harbor pests, especially 
when they are in the egg or grub 
stage. We try to burn regularly 
what is not of use. By way of exer- 
cise we helped to cut down a syca- 
more that over-shadowed our apple. 

As the year ended, woodpeckers, 
downy and hairy, were at the suet 
bars. Nuthatches and chickadees 
crowded the feed trays. A_ red- 
tailed hawk floated by near the 
wood. 

On New Year's Eve we cut down 
the last of the frozen phlox on the 
bank. Last barrow of manure was 
mulched on the vegetable patch. 
We cleaned out the spring, always 
a midwinter chore. 

December can be dark and cold. 
Or soggy and wet with fog. Also it 
can be bright and crisply chill with 
drifted snow. Whatever the weather, 
jade-green or apple-green skies still 
cheer us as sunsets break through 
cloud rack at twilight. Here and 
there a Christmas-rose is sure to 
show or periwinkle vie with the 
jasmine’s gold. And always the 
varied tasks are pressing, tasks that 
speak to us of spring so sure ahead. 
Are not the jonquils thrusting?®
